The town has called for tenders 
for the excavation of- approxi 
mately 2,300 feet of water and 
sewer trenches to service resi¬ 
dential building lots within the 
town. 

To be served with both water 
and sewer are the north-west side 
of Block 36 and thet south-east 
half of Block 37. The lots which 
will thus be made available for 
building purposes on this street 
are owned by Howard Spaeth. 

A sewer line will be laid south¬ 
west from the Pentecostal Church 
for one block, making additional 
residential lots available on this 
street. The street is already served 
by a water line. 

It will likely be at least another 
month before any action can be 
expected on the proposal to make 
eight 75-ft. lots adjacent to the 
golf course available as residen¬ 
tial building lots. The proposal is 
now before the Town Planning 
Commission for approval. If 
approval is obtained, the plan must 
be submitted to the ratepayers of 
the town for approval and the 
area must be annexed by the town 
before the lots will be available 
for building purposes.

Not So Weak 


We have long harboured the suspicion that in 
Canada at least the weaker sex is not the one most 
of us like to think it is. Now, official statistics under 
four different heads would seem to put the matter 
beyond all reasonable doubt, hard as this may be on 
the male ego. 

The infant mortality rate for females, we note, 
is 25 per cent lower than that for males. On the 
other hand, the male suicide rate is 11.8 per 100,000 
of population compared with only 3.0 for females. 

In mental institutions, males outnumber females 
by 15 per cent. Finally, the life expectancy of the 
female of the species in this country is a good five 
years greater than that of mere males (71 years 
against 66). 

To sum up: The Canadian male is more likely 
than the female to die at birth; enter a mental home;

About 75 years ago, if you stayed 
at Harry Taylor’s hotel in a little 
town in Southwestern Alberta, you 
were obliged to obey the rules. 
Guests were forbidden to shoot 
holes in the ceiling "except of 
course, to attract the attention of 
the waiters.” The exception here 
to the rule was — “two shots for 
Ice water and three for a deck of 
cards.” Guests were also requested 
to rise at 6 a.m. as the sheets were 
needed for tablecloths. 

In his new book, Alberta Re¬ 
visited, published by the Ryerson 
Press, Ken Liddell treats h i s 
readers to this — and a score of 
other amusing anecdotes and his¬ 
torical items about a province 
“that is just beginning to look 
back over its colorful past.” 

Canadian by birth, Albertan by 
choice, Mr. Liddell maintains that 
to be an Albertan is not a matter 
of birth — but a state of mind. 
“It is exhilarating” states the 
author, "to live in mile high 
country,” the very atmosphere of 
which requires the manufacturers 
of cake mixes to give special times 
for the preparation of their pro¬ 
duct — or the makers of automo¬ 
bile seat covers to guarantee them 
against fading, anywhere but in 
Alberta, where the sun is so 
friendly it is almost always out! 
There is no other province quite 
like ft. 

"Alberta Revisited” is something 
of the history of Alberta — but 
more than that, It is the story of 
the persons who made that history 
— their lives, their problems and 
how they met them. A visit to 
these people’s homes on the great 
plains; to their ranch houses in 
the foothills OTTO their shacks Tn 
the bush is a more than interesting 
experience — for Albertans come 
of pioneering and gambling stock 
and "they are still pioneering and 
gambling.” 

From Medicine Hat, the reader 
travels through Red River country 
and the “eerie bandlands” of 
Drumheller — where a visitor may 


pick up odd and ends of the life 
of 70,000,000 years ago. We read 
the diary of Happy Jack the lonely 
cowboy who noted the doings of 
each day on the pages of Dr. 
Chase’s Almanac. Wrote lonely 
Jack for the month of July . . . 
"Long live the King and damn the 
mosquitoes.” 

In Lethbridge, capital of the 
Whoop-Up Country, home of the 
world’s 10,000 Hutterites, the jeans 
of the cowboy and the buckskin 
of the Indian mingle with a thous¬ 
and European faces. At Fort Mc¬ 
Leod, we chat with an 87 year old 
resident who remembers when the 
R.C.M.P. first selected its site more 
than 80 years ago. 

In the country of Alberta’s oil 
and gas bonanza, we visit Allan J. 
MacDonald whose first boyhood 
recollection of Calgary was the 
sight of a moose strolling down the 
main street. Today, Calgary has a 
Cadillac and Continental outlook 
— but any native who does not 
dress up in Western attire is con¬ 
sidered a traitor. 

As Mr. Liddell has put it, “. . . 
Alberta, has just reached the age 
of maturity.” One can only con¬ 
clude that such a charming and 
Informal record will bring a deeper 
appreciation of "Canada’s Sunshine 
Province.” 

A person can get just as drunk 
on water as on land.
